Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I wish  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  of  Hartlepool  for  the  year  1947* 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  Vital  Statistics  that  the  Birth  Rate 
at  25.34  1,000,  though  not  so  high  as  last  years  record  figure 

of  2b. 9j  is  still  a substantial  number,  and  well  above  the  average 
for  the  country  as  a whole  (20. 5 per  1,000). 


The  Death  Rate  continues  at  the  record  low  level  of  12. 48  per 
1,000,  and  this  in  spite  of  a raised  Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

T-.e  causes  of  death  in  the  adult  population  are  those  of  the  later 
period  of  life  - degenerative  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries, 
and  cancer. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  at  66-5  is  disappointingly  high. 
(Comparable  figure  for  England  and  V/ales  is  41)*  No  epidemic 
disease  accounts  for  our  high  rate.  As  in  previous  years  it  is 
largely  (more  than  half  the  deaths)  due  to  asphyxia  and  to  gastro 
enteritis. 


Provision  of  treatment  for  Tuberculosis  lags  far  behind 
diagnosis  - that  is  the  crux  cf  the  present  difficulty  in  coping 
with  tuis  disease.  Early  and  accurate  diagnosis  are  all  very  wall, 
but  in  themselves  achieve  nothing,  when  they  cannot  bo  followed  up 
by  prompt  and  adequate  treatment. 

Home  isolation  is  often  not  possible  from  overcroxvding  and  bad 
housing  conditions,  as  when  the  whole  family  crowd  into  the  only 
weatnertight  room  in  the  house,  and  there  eat,  sleep,  and  have  their 
being.  Many  sucn  families  have  been  rehoused  in  new  Council  Houses, 
as  a result  of  the  enlightened  policy  of  the  Borough  Council.

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  long,  term  effect  of  this  will  be  a reduction 
' in  the  incidence  of  the  diseane,  and  in  its  death  rate. 


There  were  no  ser' ous  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during 
the  year  under  review. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  once  more,  that  there  Mere 
no  deaths  from  Diphtheria. 

Immunisation  figures  show  that  32/fc  of  children  under  the  age  of 
one  year,  and  54^  of  children  under  the  age  of  five  wore  protected 
against  Diphtheria.  These  figures  are  too  low  for  safety,  and 
every  effort  will  have  to  be  made  to  secure  a higher  acceptance  rate 
for  this  protective  procedure. 


Corporation  katernity  beds  in  Hartlepools  Hospital  were  again 
not  used  to  capacity. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal 
sepsis,  and  no  woman  died  from  child  birth  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  ante-natal  clinics  was  of  average  volume. 

Baby  V/elfare  Clinics  were  well  attended. 

The  success  of  these  Clinics  depends  in  no  small  measure  upon 
the  work  of  the  voluntary  helpers.  The  visit  to  the  Welfare  Centre 
is  of  the  nature  of  a social  outing  for  mothers.  A cup  of  tea  and 
a friendly  chat  are  part  and  parcel  of  the  atmosphere  there. 

The  ii  & C.  W.  Clinic,  unlike  the  School  Medical  Service,  in 
which  an  element  of  compulsion  exists,  depends  on  voluntary 
attondances  for  its  effectiveness. 

The  arrangements  for  making  mothers  feel  welcome,  which  are 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Women *6  Voluntary  Committee,  undoubtedly 
go  far  to  ensure  these  attendances. 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  has  been  on  a more  expanded  scale 
than  over  during  1947* 

That  this  Service  must  be  a veritable  blessing  in  oases  where 
catastrophic  illness  strikes  the  family,  will  be  apparent  to  all. 

There  are,  however,  all  shades  and  degrees  of  need,  and  the  asBessraent 
thereof  is  not  always  easy  and  clear  cut. 

Nevertheless,  whatever  the  difficulty  of  administration,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the  establishment  of  this  Service  has  obviated 
much  real  hardship  in  the  tovm. 

In  conclusion  kr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I wish  to 
thank  once  again  the  members  of  the  Council,  Ladies  Voluntary 
Committee  and  the  general  practitioners  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  year.

There  were  44  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the  year  of 
whom  23  ’vere  admitted  to  hospital,  those  cases  remaining  at  home  where 
satisfactory  isolation  could  be  maintained.

Ivlsthods  of  disinf sstatioQ  for  "bugs  are  as  reported  last  year. 
Thirty  nine  infested  houses  were  dealt  with,  twelve  being  old  Council 
leasehold  properties. 


Other  vermin  v/as  treated,  by  liquid  insecticide  and  by  D.D.T.  and 
G-amm3xane  pov/ders. 

Apart  from  the  examdnation  a.nd  disinfestation  of  furniture  and 
effects  of  the  228  tenants  re-housed  during  the  year,  verminous 
properties  thus  rendered  vacant  were  disinfested  prior  to  re-letting, 
furniture  not  capable  of  being  cleansed  is  removed  and  destroyed. 

The  large  nuuiber  of  houses  shown  to  be  infested  with  vermin  other 
than  bugs  in  the  ' bove  table  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  180 
houses  on  the  y/est  View  housing  estate  were  treated  for  cockroaches 
and  crickets  utilising  the  method  outlined  above.  56  of  these  were 
Council  houses  and  124  vvere  the  property  of  the  Housing  Association. 
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A .'...rolicr  15  hi'.'UGSG  in  the  heortnea&e  Road  area  v/ers  treated, 
logether  v/ith  the  tenants’  furniture,  for  an  infestation  'vith  a 
furniture  horing  "beetle.  Affected  flooring,  skirting  "boards,  etc. 
and  doors  v/ers  spraj'’cd  and  furniture  ’’painted'’  with  the  insecticide. 
A further  treatment  v/ill  be  necessary  about  May  of  next  year.

For  the  first  time  for  several  years  it  was  not  necessary  to 
obtain  an  order  of  the  Council  for  the  destruction  of  filthy  and 
verminous  furniture,  etc. 


Rust  ivuisance  - Palliser  "Corkt 


The  nuisance  outlined  in  detail  in  last  year’s  report,  from 
the  emission  of  dust  from  the  three  kilns  at  the  above  './orks  shov/s 
no  change.  By  the  end  of  the  year  an  experimental  static  electric 
dust  precipitator  had  been  manufactured  and  installed  but  there  had 
been  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  an  experimental  duoot 
v/asher  plant.  K'o  orders  can  be  placed  for  duct  extracting  equipment 
until  the  necessary  experimental  data  has  been  obtained  irom  these 
plants  v/hic'li  will  satisfy  the  luinistry  of  Supply  that  the  propo3;-Als 
v/ill  abate  the  nuisance. 


V/ith  regard  to  the  ’’low  level"’'  dust  the  alte-m.tions  mentioned 
in  my  report  last  year  have  been  completed  and  tipping  of  powdered 
dolomite  ore  is  nov;  restricted  to  one  point.  As  I stated  last  yei.r 
it  is  df-'ubtful  whether,  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the  raw  materials 
in  use,  dust,  emission  from  various  parts  of  the  plant  car.  be  totn"n.y 
ii:iina<ted.  It  is  hoped  to  make  further  observations  on  this  point. 

Oflensive  Trades. 

One  establishment  carrying  on  the  trade  of  a fish  curer,  had 
their  ruinual  licence  renev/ed  for  .a  further  period  of  twelve  months. 

With  one  exception  all  of  the  seven  premises  on  which  the  trade 
of  fish  curing  is  carried  out  are  satisfactory.  "Discussions  v/ere 
held  with  the  iproprietors  of  the  unsatisfactory  premises  with  a view 
to  effecting  improvements. 

During  the  war  the  arrangei.  ents  for  the  collection  of  fish  offal 
from  curing  houses,  principally  herring  offal,  lapsed  and  as  a 
temporary  measure  it  was  delivered  daily  to  the  fish  quay  for  despatch 
to  appropriate  factories,  a practice  not  too  d.esirable.  Early  in  lS5i.i-7 
the  dock  authorities  indicated  that  this  practice  had  to  cease,  both 
in  respect  of  offal  from  curing  houses  and  frofji  v/et  and  fried  fish 
shops  in  this  town  :.nd  V/est  'iartlepool.  In  view  of  the  value  of  both 
'White  fish  and  herring  offal  as  a raw  corruaodity  arrangements  were  mad.e 
as  bet\:..;3n  the  local  fish  merchants’  associations  and  a marine  store 
dealer  for  a thrice  v/oekly  collection  of  offal  ex  shops  and  curing 
houses,  but,  during  the  herring  season,  herring  offal  to  be  colleutod 
daily  if  necessary,  and.  for  it  t.,.  be  delivered  to  a fish  meal  factory 
at  Gateshead.  Those  arrangements  put  into  operation  by  July  have 
since  worked  satisfactorily.  Offal  produced  on  the  fi;?h  quay  is  not 
included,  in  the  scheme.  It  is  hoped  that  the  arrangements  will 
continue  to  function  and  thus  obviate  the  nuisance  that  "has  arisen 
in  various  ways  over  many  years. 

Informal  fiction  had  to  be  taken  on  one  occasion  to  secure  the 
liise  Welshing  of  one  curing  house. 

In  addition  to  the  fish  curing  houses  there  are  two  marine 
store  dealers'  premises  in  the  town.

'properties  had  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent y a lot  of  the  houses 
being  derelict  and  the  majority  of  the  remainder  irrepairatle y tho.t 
the  i-'inistry  agreed  to  the  Council’s  suggestion  and  rs-ooened  the 
enquiry  after  the  submission  of  revised  schedules  of  owners.  The 
enquiry  vmis  duly  held  on  6th  j.ay,  1947  and  the  Orders  subse. 'Uently 
confirmed  and  came  into  operation  on  the  7th  October , 1947*  Of  the 
147  houses  included  in  the  area.y  of  the  81  still  occupied,  l6  were 
in  the  occupation  of  single  occupants  only.  It  is  hoped  to  re-house 
the  65  families  as  rapidly  as  circumstances  permit.  .-.part  from  the 
atrocious  conditions  in  which  the  majority  of  the  tenants  are  livin,;, 
the  clearance  and  re-developruent  of  this  site  will  enhance  the 
appearance  of  the  town. 


V/illiam  Street;  Princes  Street;  Sunniside,  Kee.  3 Yard  and  Ro'we 
Square  Clearance  Orders. 

Unofficial  confirmation  of  these  Orders  was  obtained  at  the  same 
tihie  as  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  but  ov/ing  to  restrictions  on 
new  building  formal  action  had  to  be  left  over  .for  the  time  being. 
I.Iainly  as  the  result  of  informal  action,  however,  out  of  60  houses  in 
these  Areas,  29  vvers  empty;  the  majority  ha.ving  been  closed  voluntariljr 
by  the  owner  after  the  tenants  had  been  re-housed  by  the  Council  on  the 
owner’s  written  undertaking  not  to  re-let.  4 houses  in  the  Keen’s  Yard 
area  have  been  demolished  by  the  owner.  This  policy  will  be  pursued 
until  the  time  is  appropriate  to  take  formal  action.  As  v/ith  the  other 
areas  the  properties  are  in  a very  deplorable  condition. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses. 

During  the  year  2 closing  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  parts  of 
viwellingG  affecting  13  occupants,  one  family  of  5 persons  being  re- 
h ou  s ed . 

Ol•K^.  Closing  Order  was  determined  in  respect  of  the  first  flexor 
flat  over  a shop,  the  necessary  repairs  a.nd  improvements  having  been 
carried  out.

These  figures  are  now,  of  oourse, 
obsolete p but  it  is  reasonable  to  presume  that  the  same  percent:  ge  of 
overcrowding  will  be  occurring  in  obsolete  properties  ii  ano.  i/hcn  a 
n8V7  survey  is  made.  The  moral  is  that  it  will  be  uneconomic  to 
provide  housing  for  overcrov/ded  families  in  condemned  houses  and  then 
another  house  when  time  permits  of  slum  clearance  actioiiy  particularly 
in  view  of  the  iiiimensity  of  the  programnie  of  slum  clearance  facing  the 
Council.

Out  of  a total  of  28  samples  submitted  for  examine  tion  22 
satisfied  the  prescribed  tests.  The  phosphatase  test,  designed  to 
test  the  efficiency  of  pasteurisation,  applied  in  each  case  i'evea:lecL 
that  four  samples  failed  to  satisfy  the  test.  Only  15  of  the  28 
samples  were  free  of  contamination  as  shov/n  by  the  c.bsence  of  B.Coli; 
of  the  13  samples  showing  contamination  only  7 were  badly  affected.

FOOD  PREPARING  PREMISES.  - Restaurants,  Kitchens  etc. 

The  gradual  return  to  peace  time  conditions  has  been  accompanied 
by  the  opening  of  a number  of  seasonable  cafes  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
sea  front.  As  far  as  possible  routino  inspecoions  were  made  of  theii 
during  the  holiday  period.  Generally  speaking  all  such  places  were 
well  maintained  but  informal  action  had  to  be  taken  on  two  occasions 
in  resp>ect  of  dirty  conditions  and  other  defects  in  respect  of  one 
cafe. 


With  regard  to  more  permanent  premises  v'ith  one  exception  they 
were  well  maintained.  Informal  action  had  to  be  taken  on  tv7o  occasions 
with  regard  to  the  dirty  conditions  and  other  defects  of  one  and 
Gimilar  action  secured  rsdecorati on  and  improvements  to  sanitary 
accommodation  at  two  others.

A total  of  5U  infested  areas  was  dealt  v/ith,  6 being  outstanding 
from  the  previous  year,  and  as  before  Ministry  of  Food  Control  nieasures 
are  in  operation.  A further  infestation  of  prefabricated  bungalov/s,  this 
time  aluminium  ones,  occurred  on  exactly  the  same  lines  as  the  previous 
year  v/ith  the  ’Tarran’  type.  Baiting  of  surroundi«».g  land  and  the  sealing 
with  concrete  of  the  service  ducts  proved  effective.  The  latter  remedy 
should  have  been  applied  as  a result  of  the  previous  year’s  experience. 

The  number  of  minor  infestations  shows  an  increase  and  is  due 
principally  to  sporadic  infestations  of  houses  and  shops,  etc.,  often  by 
odd  rats.  Major  infestations  show  a decrease.
